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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendments 

1. The amendments of December 16, 2002, January 6, 2003 and January 31, 2003 amended 
claims and added new claims 22-29. Accordingly, the claims now pending are claims 1-29. 

2. Upon review of the record, it is noted that election of a single species of compound is not 
present. In view of the amount of prior art (copies of the examiner's STN/CAS searches will be 
provided) when the search was limited to compounds where Ri is G5CH(OH)(CH2)4-, X is NGi, Z is 
CHGi and Y is N, Gi and G5 being H or alkyi, such election is deemed necessary. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising the 
compounds of the working examples. AppHcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. Related compounds will be 
grouped together. 

4. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
